Major Gordon Fischer 
of the Salvation Army 
told Altona Council in a 
recent ietter that the Sal- 
vation Army had an en- 
titlement to. a 40-unit 
hostel under the Hostel 
‘Act, 1973. 


He said that suitable

-to transport and shop- 


ping was needed. 

The establishment of a 
hostel -would also require 
an understanding with a 
nearby general hospital 
and nursing home on a 
two-way basis, Major 
Fischer said. : 

The letter expressed a 
willingness to © combine 
the hostel with other ser- 
vices to the aged such as 
physiotherapy. 

Altona Council” dis- 
cussed the contents of 
the letter at its meeting 
last week along with a 
letter from Altona Dis- 
trict .Hospital advising 
that the board of man- 
agement had not reached 
a decision on a proposed 
geriatric unit because of 
the considerable cost in- 
volved. .° 

The hospital earlier 
had supported the unit 
proposal by the Altona 
Lions Club in a letter to 
the Hospital and Chari- 
ties Commission. 

The letter to the Com- 
mission indicated that if 
such a unit were built it 
would have ‘to be de-
